"TUti experiments recently made to tost the 


value of petroleum aa a substitute for coat 011 
steamers, vessels nnd locomotIv«R, have proved 
ao far successful that its general ue« in tbe ca- 
pacity may be regarded as a question of time and 
convenience. It appears to have beeu demon- 
strated lhat petroleum is capable of producing a 
more regular and intense beat than coat, and tti.it 
it is cheaper aud much more economical iu rela- 
tion to space. Any ono of these qualities would 
go fur toward effecting tho general introduction 
of petroleum, but combined they constitute a 
stiong plea iu favor of its uac. The dillereuee 
bctwecu the stowage of quantities of petroleum 
and coal required to produce the same given ef- 
fect is quite important, being nearly two-thirds 
hi favor of the former article. Thlb i& a feature 
that commends it more particularly for steamers, 
as the immense quantity of space required for 
coal adds considerably to the expense of tounage, 
ol freight and other charges. Tbe chief draw- 
back to the introduction of petroleum as a sub- 
stitute for coal is its greater liability to explo- 
sion. If tins diiliculty can be obriatt d by future 
discoveries and improvements, tbe chief objec- 
tion tt> its use for almost every purpose for 
which coal is now required will soon disappear. 


The experiments already made have exercised 


a marked influence on the market. 
Of lute tho 


supply has been in excess of tho demand, and 
prices were reduced to rates that left production 
no longer profitable. There was a general sing- 
nation nt tho oil region, and tbe trade was dull 
with gloomy prospects for tbe future.

probability of a new market for the great staple 
of Pennsylvania has Imparted new activity to the 
trade, and prices have advanced within tbe past 
few weeks to rates that have produced a cheer- 
iul condition of afEiirf?

But there 
are good grouuds for the conclusion'that new 
uses iv ill be discovered for petroleum that will 
always render its .production a profitable busi 
ness. Considerable changes in the construction 
of steam engines may be it-quired before it can 
become a safe and desirable substitute for coal. 
But the attention of mcchiincs nnd scientific 
men having been directed to thn o«>*joot, ..c may 
reasonably look for further discoveries and Im- 
provements that will still further utilize one of 
,1m cheapest and most widely dllfuscd produc- 
tions of nature lor tbe higher purposes of civili- 
zation. There seems to be almost no limit to the 
production of oil. lUus IICLII discovered In coun- 


ind places that render it universally itvail- 


ible, nud we may safely anticipate thai the full 
value ol this last and best gift of mturc to man 
ias not yet been fully developed. 
It is an itu- 


jorlant, and significant, fact that petroleum and 
the new IIBCB for which It may be applied, should 


ecovercd just In time to allay tbe fears that 


begin to prevail In Eiiglaud respecting the ex- 
haustion of tho coal fields of Hint country. This 
would seem to show that the forces of nature arc 
only limited by tho knowledge and capacity of 
Dan to turn them to account.

To this ho replied in a dis- 
connected, confused manner, which we will sot 
attempt to rnioto, H** uc WM a» Innocent ttsn— 
they would iang an Innoconi imilt if tuey broke 
his ueck—that toe had beeu huuted down and 
persecuted by sererai pcopiu who he mentioned 
aud whom he called names not luteuded for ears 
delicate or polite.. Ue also said tliat he bad been 
among Indians, nefiroes, counter fellers, &c.. lor 
many years, but that this was the d-d«t rough- 
est crowd be ever did get mto.
